Remembrance Day -~.Its Memories And 


Lessons 


The world has commemorated another anniversary of the signing of the 
Armistice,—the sixteenth. Remembrance Day, as we have come most ap- 
propriately to call November 11, falling on a Sunday as it did this year, 
was observed by huhdreds of thousands of people in nations all over the 
world, From the pulpits of churches of all religious denominations Peace 
sermons were preached and the horribleness and brutality of war vividly 
depicted and unanimously condemned. Gathered at the graves of Unknown 
Warriors, assembled about cenotaphs and other monuments erected to the 
memory of the gallant dead, or meeting in solemn memorial services, men 
and women formed an almost unbroken circle around the world .as they 
stood with bowed heads and in impressive silence as the hour of eleven 
o'clock struck, 

It was Remembrance Day! People wore flaming red poppies symbolical 
of Flanders Fields and of the bright red blood of youth there shed. Rever- 
ently they laid wreaths of poppies in many hallowed spots. People heard 
the pipes and drums play ‘The Lament”, the bugles sound “Last Post” and 
“Reveille”, and they saw the Colors slowly dipped. 

Pride and sorrow were interwoven and strangely mixed as the memories 
of those of the older generation were carried back to 1914-1918 and to the 
first Armistice Day,—pride that men, and women too, had responded to the 
call of duty when that call came; sorrow that so many had been called upon 
to make the supreme sacrifice or go through life maimed and handicapped 
to the end of their days. And mingling with pride and sorrow there was a 
righteous anger that such a barbarism as War should be permitted and 


sanctioned by peoples ‘and nations styling themselves Christian and civilized. | 


But does Remembrance Day mean nothing more than this? Does it 
begin and end with the twenty-four hours of November 11, and are we then 
to lapse into forgetfulness for the remaining 364 days of the year until once 
again November 11 calls upon us to.stand in silence and remember? 


Consider, you who are now reading these lines: Have the memiories 
stirred only a few short days ago not already begun to fade? Is not that 
almost red hot righteous anger against War and all that War means which 
you felt so recently already cooling off? if your passionate demand for 
Peace, and that never again shall War blast its way in this world, as keen 
to-day as it was when you stood in a silence that could almost be felt just 
a few days ago? Alas, it must be so. Indeed it is well that in many re- 
spects our human memories are short, else we could not bear the burdens 
wi memory would bring. But it is vitally important to the future of 
mankind that we should never forget aH the tragedy that Remembrance Day 
brings to: mind, So far as the awfulness.and uselessness of War is con- 
cerned, every day should be Remembrance Day. 

Canada is a peace-loving country. If the decision could be left to the 
Canadian people there would never be another war waged anywhere on this 
world’s surface, nor upon its seas, nor in its air. Canada has always set the 
nations an example in disarmament; or rather by its refusal to engage in 
armaments. Our paltry permanent force and numerically small and widely 
scattered militia is but a domestic police force maintained to guarantee law 
and order. Of offensive armaments Canada possesses none. 

But as a nation of Peace, Canada has a duty to the whole world. At 
Geneva the voice of Canada is always raised for Peace; in world conference 
Canada’s yote is always cast for Peace. But the responsibility is ours to 
make our voice for Peace stronger and still more emphatic in a world of 
nations apparently bent upon engaging in a race for war-like armaments 
unparalleled in all history. 

Narrow nationalism, with all its selfishness, its suspicions, its jealousies 
and its animosities is the basic, the underlying cause of war. The truth of 
this statement is emphasized over and over again by the well known inter- 
national correspondent, Isaac F. Marcosson, in an article entitled “Does 
Europe Want Disarmament?” Selfish nationalism wrecked the World Eco- 
nomic Conference called to bring about tariff.and currency readjustment, 
and because of that failure the whole world still staggers and suffers. Sel- 
fish natio) has rendered every t conference a failure. And 
because men still insist upon such narrow national selfishness, the nations 
are: heading straight into another war. : a 

Canada is not free of the taint of selfish nationalism, but it has not the 
grip on the people of this mew and young land that it_has upon the older 
countries of Europe and Asia, Nevertheless, if Canada’s voice for World 
Peace is to be as strong and emphatic as it ought to be, the Canadian peo- 
ple must not only place a curb upon ‘he ayer of any spirit of selfish 
nationalism but we must seek to eradicate it from our individual minds and 
hearts and from the policies of this Canadian Dominion. ~ 4

Good Success Is Attained In 
Search For Drouth Resisting 
. Wheat Of High Quality

Six years’ intensive study to-day is 
bringing success in the search for & 
.drouth resisting wheat with all the 
qualities of the famed Marquis and 
Reward strains. 

“Drouth resisting wheat, including 
all the desirable agronomical quali- 
ties, is being achieved although a 
few years more will be required be- 
fore it is ready to be placed at the 
disposal of the growers,” declared 
Dr. O. 8S. Aamodt, youthf{yl member 
of the department of field crops, Unil- 
versity of Alberta. 

Dr. Aamodt took time out from 
the sessions of the associate com- 
mittee on grain research, # branch of 
the national research council, to de- 
tail achievements reached. “But don’t 
think we are producing a wheat that 
will grow without moisture,” he 
warned. “That is impossible.” 

The characters developed so far in 
the drouth resisting wheat hybrid 
were the ability to resist permanent 
wilting, growth habit favorable to 
dry periods, intensity of root systems 
and ability to germinate in dry soils. 
“Experiments in’ actual growing in 
the last two years show clearly 
drouth resistance can be transferred 
from one variety to another and in 
combination with other desirable 
agronomic qualities,” Dr. Aamodt de- 
clared. 

Ability of the strain to resist 
permanent wilting was among the 
major assets. Many wheats in use 
now take root and start to grow but 
when a dry spell comes along they 
wilt and die. The objective in the 
drouth resisting wheat is to give it 
the ability to recover from the wilt— 
a case of lying dormant when mois- 
ture is latking and taking life again 
when rain falls. 

The growth habit came in for 
study when it was. found drouth 
caused its greatest damage when 
the green shoots started to appear. 
Tests made show the drouth resist- 
ing hybrid goes through the shooting 
period in one week compared with 
two or three weeks for most other 
grains. Thus the danger period to 
the plant in its early stages 1s great- 
ly reduced. 

Intensity of the root system war 
a vital factor because the greater 
the intensity the more moisture tne 
plant is capable of drawing ‘from: the 
soil. In this respect Dr. Aamoilt 
pointed out past studies throughout 
the world were largely confined to

Studied Heat Casualties 


More Men Affected But Death Rate 
Higher For Women 

Staff physicians of hospitals at 
Kansas City, who treated many heat 
victims last summer, are now check- 
ing over their records and seeking to 
throw more light on the subject. 
Medical literature, they say, does not 
hold a great deal of tnformation on 
heat attacks. 

At General Hospital 82 cases were 
treated, of which 63 were heat 
stroke. The others were heat ex- 
haustion. In the former it was found 
the temperature usually was far 
above normal, but the body was cold 
and clammy. More men were felled 
by the heat than women, but the 
mortality rate was higher for women. 
Death resulted in 34 of the 82 cases, 
$2 of the deaths being among those 
suffering from heat stroke. 

Other data showed that where the 
temperature reached 108 degrees 
death resulted in 63.4 per cent. 
Those who suffered from cyanos‘s 
(blue lips and finger nails) died in 78 
per cént. of the cases. The death 
rate of those who lost consciousness 
was 55.5 per cent. All whose blood 


pressure fell below 90 died, and 54.5 
per cent. of those whose pulse beat 
passed 140 beats a minute succumbed.

All Weather Road Projected From 

Jasper South To Lake Louise 

Gradually the frontier of motor 
travel is reaching out ot embrace new 
and hitherto untravelled fields of 
tourigt delight, and to gladden the 
heart of the motor nomad comes the 
announcement by the Canadian “and 
Alberta governments of intention to 
complete motor highway projects in 
the province of Alberta, not only for 
the improvement of existing links 
with famous national parks, but to 
bring within reach of motor tourists 
from all parts of the continent the 
innermost portion of the Northe 
Canadian Rockies, a territory ened 
to surpass in sheer beauty and 
mountain grandeur anything yet re- 
vealed to the modern tourist world. 

First of these projects under the 
jurisdiction of the Alberta provincial 
government is the completion as an 
all-weather route of the motor high- 
way between Edmonton and the fam- 
ous 4,200 square-mile mountain play- 
ground known as Jasper Park. The 
second project, by far the most_am- 
bitious tourist highway project yet 
attempted in Canadian mountain- 
land, is that of the Canadian Federal 
Government, involving the completion 
of the all-weather highway south 
through the -heart of the Alberta 
Rockies from Jasper to Lake Louise, 
connecting Jasper and Banff National 
Park. This new highway will have 
a total length of 147 miles, 58 miles 
of which are now complete. When 
completed this “mountain highway 
will enable the motorist to traverse 
the heart of the Rockies “in behind” 
the main range, and will unroll a 
gorgeous panorama of mountain 
grandeur hitherto unrevealed to the 
outside world. It skirts great glaciers 
and penetrates to the cradle of the 
rivers that water the great plains of 
Western Canada. The complete circle 
of Alberta’s national parks will ap- 
proximate 1,100 miles.

Reports were received 
from 8,864 firms, whose staffs aggre- 
gated 933,486 persons, as compared 
with 923,078 in the preceding month. 
The gain tn employment at this time 
of the year is particularly important, 
as in the thirteen preceding years for 
which statistics are available activity 
has frequently declined between Sep- 
tember and October. The index, 
based upon the average for the calen- 
dar year 1926 as 100, stood at 100.0 
on October 1, 1934, compared with 
98.8 on September 1, 1934, and 90.4 
on October 1, 1933. 

The most outstanding feature of 
the October 1 survey of employment 
was the unusually pronounced ex- 
pansion in bush operations, which 
directly provided work for over 7,600 
persons among the co-operating 
firms. Mining showed the greatest 
October 1 gain on record; transporta- 
tion, building and construction trade 
also reported considerable improve- 
ment over the preceding month. A 
slight advance occurred on the whole 
in manufacturing, being the ninth 
consecutive gain since the opening of 
the year. On the other hand, com- 
munications, highway and railway 
construction, and hotels and restaur- 
ants released a large number of per- 
sons as the active season drew to a 
close.

Climatic Conditions Not Changed 


An Architectural Wonder 


Mosque Of St. Sophia To Bo Turned 
Into Museum 

Christians, as well as Mohamme- 
dans, will be interested in the an- 
nouncement that the mosque of St. 
Sophia is to be turned into a 
museum. 

Constructed by Justinian the Great 


and consecrated on Christmas Day, 
537 A.D., St. Sophia is said to be the 
oldest Christian church in the world, 
as well as the finest surviving exam- 
ple of Byzantine architecture. When 
the Turks took Constantinople in 
1453 they turned the building into a 
mosque, 

The adaptation of St. Sophia to 
Mohammedan worship required the 
erection of the minarets that stand 
at its four corners and numerous in- 
terior changes. The Koran forbid- 
ding the reproduction of any animate 
object in pictorial form, all of the 
magnificent mosaic representations of 
Christian personalities were covered 
over. When the mosque was repaired 
in the middle of the last century the 
Sultan allowed the remaining mosaics 
to be covered with matting before 
being plastered up, a concession 
which protected them for future dis- 
closure.” 

A Christian church, a Mohamme- 
dan mosque, a museum. Such is the 
story of St. Sophia through the 1,397 
years that have elapsed since its con- 
secration. Justinian built it at a 
time of great Christian ecclesiastical 
influence in Constantinople. The 
Turks occupied it at the height of 
Mohammedan influence. As a museum 
of antiquities it will be preserved for 
future generations to admire and 
marvel at. 

A worse fate might have over- 
taken this architectural wonder. The 
greatest monument Justinian the 
Great erected might have been torn 
down and its site turned into a park- 
ing lot.-Detroit Free Press. 


Manitoba Municpalities 


Remarkable Improvement In Finan- 

cial Position Is Indicated 
- Reflecting higher prices farmers 
are receiving for grain and the good 
work of rural administrators, a re- 
markable improvement in the finan- 
cial position of Manitoba’s rural 
municipalities is shown in the report 
of D. L. McLeod, minister of munici- 
pal affairs. 

Out of a total of 170 municipalities 
123 are now operating on a cash basis 
against 53 in 1932 and 41 the year 
previous. The 1933 levy amounted to 
$6,887,848, and 94.09 per cent. has 
been paid into government coffers, 
Only 78.52 per cent. was collected in 
1982 when the assessment totalled 
$6,311,760. 

“Consolidation of taxes with essen- 
tial reduction of levies have materi- 
ally aided taxpayers to meet their 
obigations”, Mr. McLeod said. “Bet- 
ter prices for grain have helped, of 
course, but it should be remembered 
cattle and dairy products still re- 
main at a low level.”

Speaking before a Kiwanis mect- 
ing at Swift Current, Hon. J. G. 
Taggart, provincial minister of agri- 
culture, expressed full confidence in 
the future of agriculture in Saskat 
chewan. He criticized the theories 
of impounding surface water by the 
erection of dams and planting trees, 
in respect to the influence of such 
practices on climatic conditions. He 
stressed the need of apprising the 
whole of Canada of actual conditions 
in the prairie areas and the facts 
upon which agricultural 
should be based. 

Declaring that in historic times 

there had been no substantial change 
in climate in any part of the world, 
except through physical influences, 
Mr. Taggart told of drouth periods in 
Saskatchewan in the late ‘80's and 
the early. 90's and in the early ‘70's, 
and said these experiences had been 
worse than the present, there having 
been great destitution and suffering. 
The country was not a desert, and 
one must not accept temporary condi- 
tions as a forerunner of extended 
drouth, there being every reason to 
expect a recurrencesof wet years. 

The problem of the settled dis- 
tricts in the areas affected by drouth 
was adjustment; a type of agricul- 
ture and of life should be adopted to 
make for reasonable security. Crops 
should be raised that were best suited 
to the environment, and it should be 
recognized that cereal crops were 
best adapted to the southern Saskat- 
chewan region. Agriculturists should 
adopt the best methods scientifically 
and apply the resources at their com- 
mand to secure the best in cultivation 
and marketing, experiments of ail 
sorts being conducted before general 
adoption. Wheat, the minister said, 
would continue to be the major crop 
of southern Saskatchewan, plus minor 
products of other sorts, largely for 
local corisumption. , 

Scouting the theory of influencing 
climatic by impounding surface 
water, Mr. Taggart still maintained 
that dams were valuable for water 
surfaces, for impounding water for 
stock and for irrigation to assure 
winter feed. Tree planting on farms 
was also valuable for certain pur- , 
poses, chiefly shelter and improve- 
ment of home surroundings, but not 
as a climatic influence. 

Treating of the misconception. of 
present prairie conditions on the part 
of people in other parts of Canada, 
the minister declared it to be the 
duty of citizens to impress upon 
others the fact that the future of , 
agriculture depends solely on precipi- ‘ 
tation, not on pet theories. 

There were many things that could 
be done to improve the situation in 
respect of crops, individually and col- 
lectively, but these should be based 
on adaptation to physical conditions. 

Noting that in Saskatchewan areas 
that had passed through former 
periods of drouth and in which drouth 
had again come there was much less 
suffering than in areas where the set- 
tlers had no such experience previous- 
ly, Mr. Taggart declared his convic- 
tion that) the agricultural experience 
of the last few years in Saskatche- 
wan would mean much to our farm- 
ers in the next ten years. 


Studying Lake Of Reptiles - 


Expedition Finds Queer Creatures 
Within Borders Of Abyssinia 
Lake Rudolf, in Africa, where rep- - 
tiles rule much as they did millions 
of years ago, is being studied by an 
expedition which has established it- 
self on a volcanic island of four 
square miles. The brackish sheet of 
water covers 3000 square miles and 
lies 1300 feet: above sea level. It is 
within the borders of Abyasinia, 
Kenya, and the Sudan. Crocodiles 
abound there, while monitors larger 
than man prowl slowly about, digging 
for the crocodile eggs on which they 
feed. They resemble dragons as they 
thrust out their long purple tongues. 
Monster turtle ignore the crocodiles, 
whose teeth would break against 
their hard shells, The few species 
of birds include peculiar spoonbills, 
which lay orange-colored eggs on 
rocky ledges, razor-billed skinners .

In Bri- 
tish Columbia extensive lumbering 
and mining operations have helped 
maintain activity. Fruit yields are 
better than last year and the over- 
seas market seems receptive at 
slightly higher prices.

In Misty Weather Aviators Should 
Always Fly High

delay to compel aeroplanes to fly over 
the Channel at such a height as 
would enable the pilot in case of 
emergency to glide to land.

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Emanations From “Elderly” Fruit 
Will Ripen Bananas Quickly 

An apple mystery was’ revealed at 
a recent meeting of the British Asso- 
ciation of Refrigeration when it was 
discovered that “elderly” apples give 
out emanations which have the effect 
of ripening, bananas quickly and also 
unripe apples. The emanations exer- 
cise a still more startling influence 
on potatoes.

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BACTERIA 
(By Gordon H Guest. M.A.) 


When the microscope was invented 
a new field of science known as 
bacteriology, was opened up. Bacteria 
is the name given to, a large group 
of plant organisms of minute size. 
Some of these have a rod-like ap- 
pearance, some are spherical, and 
some look like trailing bits of fila- 
ment. The rod-like type are called 
bacilli, and it requires twenty-five 
thousand of them placed end to end 
to occupy one inch of space. 

Bacteria reproduce by the division 


of their bodies, one rod or sphere 
changing with great rapidity into 
two. The bacilli which bring about 
the fermentation of hay, double their 
length and divides every half hour. 
‘ Many kinds of bacteria are killed 


‘| by light while others’ cannot with- 


stand great extremes of heat and 
cold. A few varieties, however, exigt 
in a dormant state at 222 degrees be- 
low zero. A temperature of 87 de- 
grees above zero destroys most bac- 
teria, but some are known to live in 
hot springs where the temperature is 
104 degrees. 

Because they are plants, bacteria 
have no stomachs, and so they can- 
not absorb undigested food. They 
therefore go into their food. When 
they have penetrated into the ma- 


terial which they are going to use for 
food, they give off chemicals which 
change the material into a form in 
which it can be absorbed. Thus bac- 
teria bring about the decomposition 
of dead plants and animals, Slowly 
but surely the bacteria bring about 
complete decomposition of the dead 
matter into many compounds, includ- 
ing such important substances as 
carbon dioxide and ammonia. If it 
were not for this process of destruc- 
tion all living things on the earth 
would soon perish, because the chemi- 
cal elements upon which life depends 
would be locked up in dead plants 
and animals. Thus the chemical ele- 
ments necessary to life are always 
travelling in a circle. Everything 
come from the earth, returns to the 
earth and is used over and ~ over 
again, If the circle is ever broken 
all life would stop. Bacteria play an 
important part in keeping this vital 
circle unbroken.

Bat Winners Of Air Race Could Not 
Praise Trip

Longest All-Concrete Bridge 


| Grote Prince Of Sweden Attendeé 
- Opening At Stockholm 

The longest all-concrete bridge in 
the world at Traneberg, on the out- 
skirts of Stockholm, Sweden, was 
opened recently and has been crowd- 
ed with vehicles since.
